Why Is There a Telephone 
Strike? 

Ill rccoffnizinR its re.sponaibility lo the 
public, to the workers in the busincs.'", 
and to tlie owner.n, the m^inaKement 
could not in Rood conscience nccede to 
the Union's excessive liemanda. The 
Union refii.4ed the offer to continue the 
present Hbcrnl contrnct.i, and hn.n re- 
fused the Comp.iny's offer to submit 
wnRC i.tHue.s to arbitration. 

What Were the Demands? 

There were over one hundred items 
nnd the pay roll co.st would amount to 
over ?27,000,000 a year. That i.s nbout 
five time.i the Company's net earninp.i 
last year. If added to present pay roll 
it amountfi to more than nil the revenue 
collected Inst year by the Company. 

Why Doesn't the Company 
Grant An Increase? 

The Company's earnin^H in relation 
lo its investment are nt tho lowest point 
in its history of operations. It is in the 
proces.i of scekinR incren.fea in its 
chiirRcs for service based on 1946 coata, 
tho InrRcst element of which was waRcs. 
A further increase in wflgci will make it 
necea.sarj- to seek additional telephone 
rate Incrca,ses in areas where recent in- 
creases have been made, and larger in- 
creases than othenvisc would be neces- 
sary in areas whore rates have not yet 
been increased. 

The Company feels, therefore, that if 
present wapes are fair and just, it should 
not increase them nnd thus increase tho 
co,st nnd eventually charges for tho serv- 
ice. 

Mountain States telephone waftea 
have increased 72 per cent over 1939. 

Are Present Telephone 
Wages Good? 

The Company thinks so. Hero are 
Eomo typical wngo rates In Klmberly. 

A trirl starting na n student OPERA- 
TOR In Kimberly bepins at a minimum 
of 525.00 for a five-day week ; ffcta tuo 
raises the first year, and after 18 
months has a basic wage rate of $28,00. 
Regular Increaflcs bring this basic rata 
to a top of ?33.00. This does not Include 
overtime and premium payments for 
evening and night work. 

For CABLE SPLICERS and 
SWITCHBOARD MEN the minimum 
rate for bcglnnerfl learning the huBlneaa 
Is $28.00 a week. .:RcguIar Increasca 
bring this to a top of $63.50 per week. 



In addition there are overtime and 
premium payments for evening and 
night work. 

There arc other advantages to work- 
ing for the Telephone Company, Includ- 
ing eight holidays a year with pay; 
vacations with pay, of one, two or three 
wccka depending on length of services; 
liberal sickness and death benefits, and 
pensions, with full cost paid by the 
Company — and telephone work Is 
STEADY WORK. 

Arbitration— What Is It? 

The Company thinks Il.s wages are 
good but the Union does not agree. Tho 
Company .suggests that a Board com- 
posed of impartial cilizen.t of this area 
who are not nsnociated with cither the 
Telephone Company or any Union, and 
who arc mutually agreeable to the 
Union and the Company, should decide 
Ihc question. 

Arbitration is simply a means of let- 
ling an impartial person or group of 
pcraon.s settle a dispute after reviewing 
the facts nnd giving full consideration 
to both sides. Tho arbitrator acts as a 
judge or umpire. We think this method 
of having an unbiased party decide tho 
wage question would be fair to em- 
ployees and Company. It would cer- 
tainly be in the public interest. 

It hardly seems logical that the Union 
should oppose nrbitration, e-ipcciolly 
when the Company is not proposing a 
reduction in wages If the Board should 
find that telephone wages arc above 
community Icvcl.s of p,iy for work re- 
quiring similar skill and training. 

Should Increases Granted in 
Some Industries in Other 
Areas Set a Pattern for 
Telephone Wages Here? 

The Company docs not think so. It 
will bo rioted that some of these other 
industries whoso business is of a com- 
petitive character have stated that It 
will not be necessary for them to in- 
crease prices. An impartial Board of 
Arbitration would, of course, decide 
among other things the extent to which 
recent wage settlements In other Indus- 
tries have a bearing, if any, on telephone 
wages In the Rocky Mountain area. 

We regret tho continuation of this 
unhappy situation. We are doing every- 
thing we '-can to bring about a restora- 
tion of normal service. In the mean- 
time wo sincerely appreciate the friend- 
ly understanding and cooperation ot tho 
public
